Science Conquers Aviation Enemy 
Fog 


FO G — A V IA T IO N ’S 
D E A D L I 
E S T F O E , is about to clear before 
the 
sun 
of 
scientific 
endeavor. 
Since last ^November a series of 
rem arkable experiments and tests 
have been carried out over the air 
route between N ew Yo rk and Bos­ 
ton. 
These tests have been under 
the 
supervision 
of 
the 
Airw ays 
Division of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Commerce which is 
vitally 
interested 
in 
the serious 
business of rendering the airways 
as safe as scientific ingenuity can 
devise. 
And aviation cannot be 


considered s a fe 'Until man has over-, 
come the deadly danger of fog. 
which has been the direct cause of 
some of the most frightful disas­ 
ters of the air. 
The radio light beam now acts 
as the guiding spirit of the aviator 
in fog. 
It is the fine over which 
he flies his ship, and the slightest 
deviation from his course, r ille r to 
the right or left, is called to In ­ 
attention 
by 
code 
signals 
that 
sound in his headphones, sent by 
the operator who is directing the 
device. 
The 
chief 
operator 
is 
Ralph C. Soney under whose super­ 


vision tim tests were carried out.* 
His .station 
is at Castle Island, 
where is located the transm itting 
point of the beam. 
The t‘»rminus 
of the beam is of course the flying 
field 
to 
insure 
a 
safe 
landing, 
which in a tog is both dangerous 
and difficult. 
When the pilot leaves the field 
a series o f red lights flicker from 
the giant mast at Castle Island to 
attract Ids attention and so direct 
him to the path of the radio light 
beam. 
The beam is carried from 
the transm itting point to the a ir­ 
port by underground cable. 
It is 


quite narrow at the airport, becom­ 
ing broader aa the distance grows 
and becoming quite narrow again 
as it nears the term inal point. 
Aa 
the aviator circles over the field 
he pushes a button and instantane­ 
ous contact is made wtih the trans­ 
mitting station by radio-telephonic 
communication. 
This anti-fog de­ 
vice has proved itself simple in 
operation and effective in results, 
and it is expected that the same 
method of making aviation safe 
from the hazard o f fog w ill be ap­ 
plied o*ew other routes.
